T HU E prune is an aristocrat, his- 
* 
torlcally speaking. 
The word 
comes from the Latin prunutn mean­ 
ing plum—fruit of the sun. 
Pliny 
speaks of Its cultivation by tho 
Romans. 
U k e cheese, the prune is 
one of our most ancient foods. 
A little more than forty years ago 
almost our entire supply of prunes 
came from Europe. 
A Frenchm an, 
Louis Pelller, who came over bere 
in search of gold, was responsible 
for th e prune's arrival in California. 


Pallier was a gold miner in Trinity 
County, but Lady Luck looked the 
o th er way while he panned for gold. 
So some years later he st arted a 
nursery, with his brother Pierre. In 
1856 Pierre went back to Franc e for 
hts bride. He also brought back with 
him a few cuttings of the famous 
French prune. These were carefully 
wrapped in cloth-lln<yl boxes, and 
when Pierre arrived in California, 


lie grafted the cuttings to plum tree 
I dots. 
From a musty old tome In the 
California State library we learn 
that the first shipmen t of prunes 
from the Santa Clara Val ley, five 
hundred pounds, was made In 1867. 
Last yea* 'lie S an ta Clara Valley 
alone produced one hundred aud 
sixty million pounds of pruues! 
The Santa Clara Valley is a sort 
of grandfather in the prune busi­ 
ness. 
T h e hot dry summers are 
ideal for prunes. Tho fruit produced 
in this riiyi valley combines all the 
qualities Of tile French prune—the 
aromatic flavor, high sugar content, 
dense fine te n u t o , and small smooth 
stone. 
And now, let me tell you how to 
niftko a prize winning prune pie. 
Soak a pound of prunes, cook until 
tender, and remove the stones. Cut 
tho prunes in pieces, and put them 
In a pastry-lined pie plate. Sprinkle 
with tbree-fourtlis 
cup 
of sugar 
mixed with one tablespoon of flour. 
Add two tablespoons of lemon Juice, 
and about two thirds cup of prune 
juice. 
Dot with butter, cover with 
a top crush and bake In a hot oven. 
A h —Ii! 
That's the kind of a des­ 
sert that appeals to a hungry man. 
No thlngamajigs that detract from 
the food Itself—Just good whole­ 
some prunes, In a flaky crust.
